will increase to other towns 


The Bethel Board of Selectmen Mon- 
day night continued thei examination of 
fee schedules for services provided to 
surrounding towns, The discussion Mon- 
day night centered on ambulance ser- 
vice, and the selectmen decided to sharp- 
ly increase the cost of that service to out- 
side users, specifically Newry, which ac- 
counts for 23 percent of all ambulance 
calls. 

The selectmen contemplate increasing 
the fee to Newry by over $8,000, to $9,994, 
Last year Newry paid just $1,612 for am- 
bulance service, 

According to figures presented by 
Town Manager Rodney Lynch (also see 
last week's Citizen), there were 205 calls 
made by Bethel ambulances during the 
last 12 months, Newry accounted for 47 
of those calls (27 to Sunday River), while 
Bethel accounted for 135, The remainder 
were spread among Gilead, Upton, 
Greenwood, and the county. 

Town Manager Lynch calculated that 
the ambulance service costs $43,000 per 
year to run. This includes debt service 
on the new ambulance garage and 
maintenance on the new garage.

Wonderwoman at work 


If you attended one of the grade schools’ Christmas concerts in An- 
dover, Bethel or Woodstock last week or this week, you saw what can 
be done with little time but much dedication and patience. 

What you saw was not the Vien- ae Je ' = 
na Boys Choir on stage, but a “s 
bunch of young children trained to 
sing and perform on very short 
notice. The audiences loved it. 
And, more importantly, so did the 
kids. They loved getting dressed 
up and performing for adults. And 
they had the courage to do so 
because they were with their 
classmates. _ 

By performing in the concert, 
they learned a number of valuable 
lessons: how to work together, 
how to discipline themselves, how 
to follow direction, and how to per-

In his column, Senator George Mitchell releases figures from the 
Department of Energy showing that the cost of constructing two high- 
level waste repositories for the nuclear garbage from Maine Yankee 
and the 90 other nuclear power plants in this country (plus the Defense 
Department’s radioactive garbage) will be at least $150 BILLION. 

And that’s just for starters. A small army will have to be paid (for 
10,000 years) to monitor the waste sites, 

Who do you think will be paying the bills? (If you guessed the utility 
company owners you probably guessed wrong.) bfw 


Physician, heal thyself 


After decades of putting off any response to the acknowledged health 
risks involved with cigarette smoking—and after finally (in 1981) get- 
ting rid of their holdings in tobacco companies)—the courageous 
American Medical Association has just come out not against cigarettes 
but against cigarette advertising. 

One would expect the nation’s doctors to do better. The Surgeon 
General of the United States declared that cigarettes kill 340,000 
Americans annually. Yet the doctors, who make a lot of money on peo- 
ple sick with smoking-related diseases, did not advocate a prohibition 
on the manufacture or sale of cigarettes, but only on the advertising 
of cigarettes in newspapers and magazines. (Congress, in 1971, pro- 
hibited cigarette advertising on radio and TV.) The AMA’s policy- 
making body—its House of Delegates—last week also endorsed a ban 
on vending machine sales of cigarettes and suggested a minimum age 
of 21 for anyone purchasing tobacco products. " 

So foolish is the AMA’s position of banning advertising but not the 
product, even the American Civil Liberties Union immediately called 
it an infringement on the Constitutional rights of freedom of speech 
and of the press. 

If the nation’s doctors are serious about protecting the health of 
Americans, they should ask for a ban on the production and sale of 
tobacco products, just as they would with the manufacture and distribu- 
tion of any other life-threatening drug. 

Of course, the doctors can only recommend. It is still up to the U.S. 
government to take either administrative or legislative action against 
the cigarette manufacturers. The government’s refusal to act on 
cigarettes stems from the same cowardness that prevents it from ac- 
ting on acid rain—the business interests involved are too powerful. 

Thus we are left with a situation in which the government, whose 
prime job is protecting the health arid welfare of its citizens, is willing 
to sperid half the natiorial budget on war-related experises, but is not 
willing to enact simple measures to keep people healthy. What makes 
the doctors even more contemptible than the legislators is that they 
know first-hand the diseasés cigarettes cause. biw 
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a number of questions on morality. One 
of the questions asked them to rate the 
honesty and ethical standards of people 
in 17 lines of work, Only 6 percent of those 
polled ranked car salespeople as having 
high or very high ethical standards, 

At the very top of the morality list was 
the clergy. Of the 1,000 people interview- 
ed, 57 percent said the clergy had high 
or very high ethical standards. Only 30 
percent considered the clergy’s stan- 
dards about the same as everyone else’s, 
and only 5 percent considered the clergy 
had low or very low ethical standards. 
(Whereas 54 percent considered car 
salespeople-had low or very low ethical 
standards.) 

But what caught my eye was the dif- 
ferent rankings given to TV reporters 
and print reporters (that is, newspaper 
and magazine reporters). TV reporters 
ranked a strong 36 percent for high or 
very high ethical standards—just below 
police, with 37 percent. Newspaper and 
magazine reporters, on the other hand, 
were down at a 27 percent level for high 
or very high ethical standards. 

Granted, this"was far better than 
lawyers. (19 percent), business ex- 
ecutives (18 percent), or labor union 
leaders (13 percent), but it was a pain- 
ful thing to read for this newspaper 
reporter, 

And that’s because I think journalists 
who report in print generally have a. 
tougher job to do and do it more 
thorouglily than their TV counterparts. 

Don’t get me wrong: I watch TV news, 
the same as most other people, because 
TV news has an immediacy that the writ- 
ten word and the printed photo cannot 
capture. At a train wreck, an earth- 
quake, a house fire, a war, only TV gives 
us the sights and sounds of the action. 

But TV has a tough time explaining a 
story in depth. If a TV reporter tries to 
rattle off details of a town, state, or 
federal budget, or various complex views 
on numerous sides of an issue, the words 
will have no impact. If the reporter puts 
the newsmaker on camera to say the « 


Maine complies with 
d0 mph guideline, barely 

Maine will meet the federal re- 
quirements for compliance with the 55 
mph national speed limit for fiscal year 
1985, according to Dana Connors, com- 
missioner of the Maine Department of 
Transportation. 

“Our final figures show that only 49.7 
percent of the drivers on Maine’s 55-mile- 
per-hour highways exceeded that speed 
under the federal formula,” Commis- 
sioner Connors said. Maine transporta- 
tion and public safety officials had been 
worried that federal transportation funds 
could be lost if more than 50 perent of the 
drivers on Maine’s highways exceeded 
the federally mandated 55 mph limit. 

“An examination of preliminary 
figures led us to believe we might exceed 
the 50 percent level this year,” Mr. Con- 
nors noted. “However, the federal regula- 
tions that govern 55 mph compliance re- 
quire certain analysis of those figures 
before a final compliance figure is deter- 
mined.” In fact, state officials are given 
two different statistical methods to use 
in calculating the final percentage. 

‘Using the simple method, Maine was 
not in compliance. Our simplified figure 
was in the neighborhood of 51 percent,” 
Connors explained. “When we applied the 
more sophisticated method to our raw 
data (however), we reached the 49.7 per- 
cent compliance figure.” __ 

Federal officials still must OK the data 
submitted by the state, but Mr. Connors 
said he anticipates no problems. 

“While the 49.7 is dangerously close to 

: the 50th percentile, which could subject 
us to federal funding penalties, I am 
gratified to see the statistics reflect the 
additional effort placed upon enforce- 
ment of the 55 mph limit by the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety,” Mr, Connors 
said. 


while bonds were down so many points, 
the dollar down by so many fractions, 
etc., etc., the words simply float on the 
air. 

That’s why for complex issues, pro- 
ducers of TV newscasts will resort to 
graphs and written tables. In other 
words, they become print reporters. 
Even so, there is no way to. handle a com- 
plex issue on TV without putting the 
viewer to sleep. Take for example the 
recently concluded strike at Bath Iron 
Works. Night after night we were treated 
to a shot of a union spokesman saying the 
company was being unreasonable and 
then a shot of a company spokesman say- 
ing the union was being unreasonable, 
The issues were too complex for TV to 
deal with. 

Newspapers and magazines regularly 
tackle complex issues, and possibly it’s 
because the issues are complex that the 
facts of a story will tend to blur and not 
provide easy truths for the reader to 
grasp. 

I suppose it’s because TV coverage is 
so cut and dried—here is the criminal be- 
ing arrested; here is the car wreck; here 
is a person who says he can't get by on 
his social security—that viewers give the 
TV reporter more credibility than they 
give the newspaper reporter. 

As for mé, when I’m in the market for 
serious news reporting, as opposed to 
news as entertainment, I’ll stick with the 
newspapers and magazines. 

{My injured professional pride was 
soothed somewhat when I noticed a 
magazine article about a Dutch print 
journalist who was recently beatified by 
Pope John Paul Il, The Pope declared 
priest/journalist Titus Brandsma a 
blessed martyr. Father Brandsma was 
born in 188i and fought for freedom of the 
press during the German occupation of 


the Netherlands in World War II. He was 
sent to Dachau concentration camp for 
his journalistic activities and was killed 
by lethal injection in 1942.) 

Oh, as for the rest of the 17 professions, 
here are some others: Medical doctors 
and engineers got ratings of 48 percent 
and 45 percent, respectively, for having 
high or very high ethical standards 
(following the clergy, which, as noted 
above, had a rating of 57 percent). In- 
terestingly, local political officeholders 
received a rating of 17 percent, but 
members of Congress got only 14 per- 
cent, and state politicians were down 
next to car salespeople, at 12 percent,

neighboring towns to discuss equitable 
fees for services provided by Bethel. 


Those services, in additional to am- | ; 


bulance service, are the fire department 
and the landfill, ; 

The selectmen also adopted new pro- 
cedures to deal with requests for conceal- 
ed weapons permits. In the past, the 
selectmen have placed the names of ap- 
plicants on the agenda and voted openly 
on granting permits. When deemed 
necessary, discussions were held in ex- 
ecutive session. 

Under the new procedures adopted on 
a 5-0 vote, the selectmen will no longer 
list the names of applicants on the agen- 
da, and voting may be dispensed with. All 
discussion will be in executive session. 
“After the close of the executive session, 
the board may vote on, or state, in open 
session, the permits that will be issued,” 

The pertinent state statute reads: “All 
proceedings relating to the grant, denial 
or revocation of permits are not public 
proceedings,” 

‘Town Manager Lynch, in recommen- 
ding the subsequently approved pro- 
cedure, told the board the attorney for 
the Maine Municipal Association sug- 
gested holding separate meetings on gun 
permit applications, since there is no 
stated provision for holding them in ex- 
ecutive session. “He said you could do.it 
any timé you want and the public 
wouldn’t have to know.” 

Mr. Lynch said this expedient would be 
unattractive because of local sensitivity 
to officials holding unscheduled 
meetings. 

Mr. Lynch added, “Whether we can go 
into executive session or not is still a gray 
area of the law...It’s a very politically 
hot issue.” 

Selectman Pat Dooen said the ex- 
ecutive session was necessary to protect 
the rights of individuals. “If the applicant 
is turned down, you're violating his right 
to privacy.. if it’s ata public meeting.” 

[The discussion came about. because 
two weeks ago The Citizen protested to 
the district attorney the use of an ex- 
ecutive session to discuss a particular 
gui permit application. The district at- 
torney, in his reply, stated that although 
discussion of concealed weapons permits 
is.not one of the matters authorized under 
the so-called open meeting law, the en- 
tire question of gun permits is exempted 
fromthe constraints of the open meeting 
law. He ruled that the selectmen “acted 
properly” in closing the deliberation to 
the public. } 

In adopting the new procedures, the 
Bethel selectmen are following the pro- 
cedures used by such towns as Harrison, 
Poland, Dixfield, Rumford and Norway, 
the town manager noted. 

Chairman Arlan Jodrey noted a quirk 
in having selectmen issue permits at all, 
“The permits are recognized statewide, 
but they’re issued by local authorities 
who don't have jurisdiction statewide.” 

At the end of the regular agenda, the 
selectmen voted 5-0 to go into executive 
session to discuss two concealed weapons 
permit applications, 

The town manager reported that Wen- 
dall Sweetser is plowing the sidewalks of 
the village, on a contractual basis, 

He also reported that, with 42 percent 
of the fiscal year completed, the amount 
of the total budget spent is 40 percent, 

The town office will observe holiday 
hours, as follows: the office will close at 
noon on Tuesday, Dec, 24, and Tuesday, 
Dec. 31. The town office will re-open on 
Thursday of both holiday weeks.

The final Budget Committee meeting 
on the budget items for the warrant will 
be Jan. 14, 1986, 

Mrs. Rich said two bids had been 
received for printing the town report: 
from Smith & Towne, in Berlin, N.H., and 
from Citizen Press, in Bethel. She said 
the Smith & Towne bid was $35 lower and 
would be accepted.

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Hunger in Maine 
By SEN, BILL COHEN 
Twenty-five years ago, presidential 
candidate John F, Kennedy shocked the 
nation during a campaign trip to Ap- 
palachia by pointing to hunger and 
poverty similar to that in Asia and 
Africa. At that time, he pledged that he 
would “see to it that every American is 

fed and fed right.” 

He attempted to make good on his pro- 
mise. Through his first two executive 
orders, President Kennedy increased the 
distribution of surplus farm commodities 
and re-established. the food stamp pro- 
gram on a pilot basis. In so doing, he laid 
the groundwork for a number of subse- 
quent anti-hunger programs designed to 
help those living in poverty fight off star- 
vation. President Kennedy strongly 
believed that the government had a 
responsiblity to help end hunger in 
America. 

That responsibility is still with us to- 
day. A 1985 Harvard Universtuy-based. 
Physician Task Force on Hunger in 
America reported that 20 million 
Americans remain underfed and under- 
nourished. This same task force sent a 
special citizens’ commission to New 
England last year to talk to both hungry 
people and those who try to help the 
hungry. The commisssion took a hard 
look at the human face of hunger and 
found that the number of hungry people 
was growing in the region. 

Stops were made throughout Maine, 
and homes were visited in South Paris, 
Casco, Naples, Lewiston and Brunswick. 
During their brief visit, the commis- 
sioners discovered that within the past 
couple years more Maine families were 
depending on soup kitchens for their 
meals, and many of the hunger problems 
of these families were directly linked to 
malnutrition and growth failure in 
children. Their findings pointed to the 
chief weapons needed tao combat 
hunger—nutrition assistance and preven- 
tive health care. 

In my opinion, Maine is doing a good 
job of providing this type of assistance 
through its administration of both the 
federal school lunch program and the 

women, infants and children food pro- 
gram (WIC), programs which I have 
strongly supported in the Senate. Both 
programs in Maine emphasize nutrition 
promotion as the key to better health,

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Legislators tackle ATV’s 


The first regular session of the 112th 
Maine Legislature directed the Depart- 
ment of Conservation, Bureau of Parks 
and Recreation, to lead an effort to 
develop recommendations for the 
management of all-terrain vehicles 
(ATV’s). The department has commis- 
sioned a study of the issues surrounding 
the use of ATV's, including the recrea- 
tional needs of ATV users, conflicts with 
other recreational activities and with lan- 
downers, including damage and trespass 
issues, noise, safety, and law enforce- 
ment issues and special problems posed 
by the fact that many ATV users are 
minors. 

Damage to land, trails, crops and sen- 
sitive ecosystems, such as alpine area, 
sand dunes and wetlands is of greatest 
concern to both non-users and uses. Ad- 
ditionally, landowners in particular are 
concerned about trespass or the intrusion 
of unauthorized use and ability and the 
threat of suit, Enforcement of existing 
laws to address these problems is made 
more difficult by the maneuverability 
of ATV's, the difficulty in identifying the 
operator and the fact that trespass and 
damage often occur long before they are 
discovered. 

The age of ATV riders is the second 
most frequent concern, and a universal- 
ly identified source of problems, Young 
ATV riders are often characterized as be- 
ing less responsible, less controllable and 
less accountable than adults. 

Among the most frequent suggestions 
for managing these problems are; in- 
crease education and training of ATV 
users, especially young users; establish 
authorized trails for the use of ATV’s; 
raise the age limit at which ATV’s may 
be ridden without responsible adult 
supervision; increase parental respon- 
sibility for the actions of young riders; 
require safety equipment, such as 


helmets, for users; increase law enfor- 


ment efforts to deal with ATV violations; 
and impose additional responsiblites on 
ATV users to treat land and landowners 
with respect,

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Bethel to be site 
for AIDS forum 

Bethel has been selected as one of eight 
communities throughout the state to be 
sites for public forums on AIDS— 
Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome, 
the killer disease that is spreading fear 
throughout the world, 

Bethel is the smallest town selected as 
a forum site, The others are Bangor, 
Portland, Presque Isle, Lewiston, 
Brunswick, Farmington and Kennebunk. 
Asked why Bethel was selected rather 
than nearby larger towns such as Rum- 
ford or Norway, organizer Dale McCor- 
mick said there was a lot of intellectual 
curiousity and social concern in the 
Bethel area. 

Ms. McCormick is the leader of the 
Maine Lesbian-Gay Political Aliance— 
one of the groups jointly sponsoring the 
forums, The other co-sponsors are the 
state Health Bureau, the Maine Public 
Health Association and the Maine Health 
Foundation, 

Dick Davies, an aide to the governor, 
announced the forums last week. He said 
the forums will disseminate information 
about the disease and how it is spread. 
The purpose, he said, is “{To] try to 
assure people that their fears...can be 
tempered with facts.” 

The first public forum will be this week 
in Bangor. The Bethel forum will be Feb. 
17 or 18, Mr. Davies said, at a location 
to be announced later. 

AIDS is a breakdown of the body’s 
natural immunity against disease, leav- 
ing victims unable to fight off infections 
that a healthy person would be able to 
overcome, The mortality rate from AIDS 
is believed to be 100 percent. While its ex- 
act cause (and therefore cure) is not yet 
known, the largest numbers of victims in 
this country are homosexual men and in- 
travenous drug abusers,

Driving slip-ups can be minimized and 
resulting smash-ups can be reduced this 
winter, The Maine State Police urge each 
motorist to do the following. 

¢ Start slowly. Easy does it; don’t rush 
it; give tires a chance to grip on slippery 
surfaces, 

* Keep your distance. You need a big- 
ger safety margin for emergency stopp- 
ing in winter, 

* Light the way. Low beam headlights 
may be needed even in daytime during 
fog or snow. 

¢ Adjust your speed. Varying road, 
weather and traffic conditions call for 
varying speeds. Posted limits, safe for 
summertime driving, may be too high for 
winter. 

« Plan ahead, Slow down well ahead of 
road junctions. Heavy traffic at intersec- 
tions packs and polishes snow to a dead- 
ly glaze. 

* Pump brakes. A series of fairly hard, 
rapid puches on the brake pedal provides 
better stopping and steering control. 

* See clearly. Remove all ice and snow 
from all windows before staring out. Be 
sure windshield wipers and defroster are 
functioning; carry brush and scraper. 

«And, know the temperature, The 
state police advise that ice at 30 degrees 
is more slippery than it is at zero 
degrees.
